To amend and reenact R.S. 34:3493(A)(1), relative to the Louisiana International Deep
Water Gulf Transfer Terminal Authority; to providerelativeto the powersand duties
of theauthority; to providerelativeto thejurisdiction of theauthority; and to provide
for related matters.

Be it enacted by the Legidature of Louisiana
Section 1. R.S. 34:3493(A)(1) is hereby amended and reenacted to read asfollows:
§3493. Jurisdiction; domicile

A.(1) The Louisiana International Deep Water Gulf Transfer Terminal

Authority shall have only that exclusive jurisdiction as provided herein over a
structure, a series of structures, or a facility constructed after July 1, 2008, at the
lower end of the east bank at Southwest Pass in Plaguemines Parish on state owned
property, beginning at latitude 28929 28.934856 degrees; longitude 89465
89.398368 degreesthen east to | atitude 28:924 28.929035 degrees; longitude 89:399
89.390547 then south to latitude 28916 28.915113 degrees; longitude 89406
89.403934 degreesthen west to latitude 28-:922 28.920933 degrees; longitude 89413

89.411755 degrees and then back to point of beginning, and designed to
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accommodate deep draft contai ner vessel sand their cargoes, including all intermodal
structures, property, and equipment used for transportation, and facilities directly
related thereto and necessary or useful to the operation thereof, whether landward,
onshore, or seaward of the main structures or facilities themselves, including any

facility which is part of agulf transfer container terminal.
